THREATENING CAPTURED GERMANS. 
The sturdy and devoted conduct of a ser- 


fusing to give any military intelligence what- 
ever, lends particular point to a very lengthy 
document which has just fallen into our hands, 
signed by Ludendorfl, and conveying instruc- 
tions and threats as to the behaviour of the 
German soldiers in the event of capture.

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DEAD MEAT TEADEF. 


DEPUTATION TO THE CHIEF 
SECRETARY. 

Mr. Shortt, Chief Secretary, yesterday ‘re 
ceived at his offices in Dublin Castle a députa- 
tion on the subject of the dead meat industrr 
The object was to ascertain from the Chief 
Secretary if any eubsidy had been granted for 
the trade in BE fast, and, if so, to obtain a 
tim.ilar subsidy for Dubin, and, if no subsidy 
had been given, to obtain a promise from the 
Chief Seeretary that the necessary facilities 
would be given by the Gowernment in the war 
ele, to emable any company 
that might be formed to get the machinery to 
go ahead with the work. The deputation con- 
sisted of the Lord Mayor and Alderman Byrne, 

-.. representing the Dublin Corporation; 
Mr. John Leonard, J.P. (Chamber of Com- 
meres), and Alderman Moran, J.P., Chairman: 
Dr. Sherlock and Mr. Gamble (Dublin Port 
Board). The proceedings were conducted in 
private. 

It was subsequently etated, but not officially, 
that the Chief Secretary received the deputa- 
tion sympathetically, and promised to do what 
he could for them. He said he did not know 
anything about the subsidy, as if it were given 
it would be given by the War Department, 
and from information he received he thought, 
if there had been any intention of giving a 
War Department, that in- 
tention did not now exist. Seo far as he was 
concerned, all the influence of his office would 
he exercised, if a company were started in 
Dublin, to get the necessary priority terms to 
enable the work to be started at once and 
completed as soon as possible, He was of 
opinion that the starting of a dead meat trade 
would he of enormous importange—to Dublin. 
He had visited and inepected the erhale of the 
North Wall quite recently, and was satisfied 
that the. suggested site there for the undertak. 
ing would be ideal. 

The Chief Secretary inquired as to whether 
land could be found for the develonment of 
euch subsidiary industries as tannine and was 
infermed by members of the deputation that 
there were, and could be made available. many 
acres of land for subsidiary industries. He also 
asked if it were likely that the Dublin Gorn 
poration would grant licences ulnon conditions 
which would enable a company to slaughter 
animals at the North Wall.

OIL TANKER’S FIGHT WITH A 
SUBMARINE. 


Mr. H. Jacobs, Chief Steward 
tanker, “©. B. Jennings,” w has just 
reached his home at Southampton, relates & 
thrilling story of a three hours’ fight with « 
U-boat. On a Sunday morning the look-out 
detected the wake of a torpedo. It missed the 
ship, and the periscope of the submarine being 
seen, the “0. B. Jennings * opened fire on it 
with its small gun. The submarine, submerg- 
ing. got out of range, and coming up again 
fired on the tanker with two Ginch guns. The 
vessel offered an easy mark. to the German 
unners, and most of the 7% shells that were 
red at her during the next three hours, found 
their mark on the decks and sides of the sn 
The tanker's crew numbered 54 and, remar 
able to relate, only ove man was killed, and 
five or six slightly wounded. A second time th 
tanker’s fire drove off the submarine, but 
eventually a shell from the latter penetrated 
the engine-room, and brought the tanker to a 
standstill, The 53 wiembers of the crew took to 
the beats, and later were picked up by an 
American patrol off the coast of Norfolk, U.S.A

SHARP SENTENCES AT EDINBURGH. 

At Edinburgh yesterday Michael Callaghan, 
William Fullarten, Mary Fullarton, Rese Ann 
Healey, Michael Gallagitr, Charles Healey, 
Bridget Healey, and Chrissie Little were 
charged with attempting to convey from 
Ardrossan to Ireland on the 12th July firearms 
ami explosive substances, including detonators, 
revolver ball cartridges, revolvers, and 
grenades.

When evidence for the defence was entered 
upon, Callaghan said that he wae asked by cer- 
tain people to convey the explosives. He met the 
other accused at a Gaelic dancing party, and, 
so far as he knew, they were not aware he was 
taking over explosives. He was told to leave 
them at certain places by parties whose names 
he refused to disclose. 

Replying to the Solieitor-General, the de 
fendant persisted in his refusa! to divulge these 
names or that of persone in Belfast to whom 
he was to hand the ves over. 


“Answering the judge, said that he knew the 
cases contained explosives, but not that they 
were erous. 

The er accused also denied knowledge of 
the contents of the case. 

The Solicitor-General withdrew the charge 

ainst two of the aceused, Mary Fullarton and 
Chrissie Little. Addressing the jury, he said that 
the other accused had deliberately divided the 
explosives among themselves to escape detec 
won. 

The jury found Callaghan, Gallagher, William
